But theſe 
Efforts were made in the rich Parts, 
where the People were not, and 
therefore they failed: And whilſt 
the inconſiderate Projectors, labour- 
ed to prevail againſt Nature; the 
Inhabitants of the Mountains were 
hanged in Strings at every Aſſizes, 
for plundering the few Occupiers of 
the low Lands. Moreover, ſome of 
theſe Manufactures were carried on by

of their Servants, that the neceſſary 
Materials ſhould not be near Home, 
that they might be ſent to purchaſe 
them: So the Companies became 
Bankrupt, and the Servants grew 
Rich; and no other Trace was left 
of Manufactures W ever * 
in thoſe Places.

Tas preſent flouriſhing Condition 
of this Manufacture is, indeed, a- 
mazing, conſidering the very ſhort 
Time, it hath been making its Pro- 
greſs. It is now in its higheſt Per- 
fection in the Baronies of E a sT 
and Wzsr CarBERY, and 
chiefly, in the coarſeſt Parts of 
them; which only admit of a Com- 
pariſon within themſelves, as they 
exceed all other Parts vaſtly in 

Coarſeneſs. I defire to be under- 
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ſtood, that I hold that Place only 
to have the Linen Manufacture, in 
the higheſt: Perfection, where the 
Primum [ Flax] 1s raiſed, and paſſes 
fairly through all Operations, till it 
goes to Market in the Shape of 
bleached Linen. This is not gene- 
rally any where in the County, but 
in EasT and WEST CarzBtRy,;

There 
is, indeed, a conſiderable Manu- 
facture carried on at INi1sHoONAN, 
where much Money hath been laid 
out by the Proprietor, in building
